Large Financial Outlay 


Over Twenty-Nine Millions Spent On 
Road Improvement Last Year 

George W. Yates, Acting Federal 
Commissioner of Highways, reports 
that for the year ending March 81, 
1927, the mileage completed under the 
Canada Highways Act was 7,436, 
with 872 under improvement. 

In addition to the work Federally 
subsidized the niné provinces have 
carried on extensive programs of 
highway. construction*® and improve- 
ment, with the result that a total of 
5,788 miles of road were improved 
during the season of 1926, at an out- 
lay of $29,585,000, made up of Fed- 
eral, Provincial and Municipal expen- 
ditures. The total amount spent on the 
improvement and maintenance »of 
Canadian roads during 1926 was ap- 
proximately $45,500,000. ‘ : 
~ ‘There were24,708 iniles of highway 
approyed as being eligible to partict- 
pate in the $20,000,000 Irederal high- 
way subsidy. So far of this amount 
$18,775,604 has been paid over to, the 
provinces. . ; Tato 

This year will complete -the Fed- 
eral subsidy. It is unlikely there will 
be a further Federal grant.
